Mr. De- 
Graw, presented most happily by 
tional President Lindsay, was 
with emphatic applause -as he arose 
from his chair. Mr. DeGraw’s address 
was of particular interest to the car- 
rier, as it presented the views and 
postoffice department. His 
address, in full, follows: 

“The adoption of the rural 
system was an inevitable result of the 
spirit of progress which has always 
prevailed in thés country. Like most 
of our popular institutions, its growth 
has been rapid, but it has not been es- 
tablished indiscriminately. ‘What's 
worth having is worth striving for’ 
been applied to nearly every great con- 
venience the public has obtained. Thus 
we install the rural deifvery routes in 
communities which have prepared them- 
this modern convenience. We 
expect that a reasonable number of 
families shall patronize the service, 
that the roads shall be such as can be

“Nobody who visits a rura) commu- 
nity after an absence of several years, 
in which free delivery of mail has been 
introduced, can fail to note the changed 
conditions. Jie will find the people 
wide awake and well conversant on all 
current topics. He will find an awak- 
ened interest the improvement of 
public roads. wil] find a. brighter 
Outlook and a more contented people. 
It was hard for the farmer to stop 
work during the crop-moving season 
and use his team to drive to the post- 
office. It was still harder’ to - drive 
through the winter's storms. Many 
preferred to let the mail lie in the 
postoffice for a week or more. But now 
the rural carrier brings daily letters 
from relatives and friends. He fur- 
nishes money-orders and registers let- 
ters. And last, but not least, he brings 
the daily newspaper. The farmer must 
now.have his daily paper. And he 
reads it. He «does not fall into the 
city dwellers’ habit ‘reading head- 
lines.’ He reads the articles. me is 
familiar with the details as well as the 
facts. The most strenuous 
now received from the rural 
by the postoffice department are _ in 
cases where the. patrons of the rural 
routes have reason to believe some 
change will be made in the service 
Which will prevent them from receiving 
regularly their favorite newspapers. 
“A great deal of the success and 
popularity of the rurar delivery service 
must be attributed to the rural letter 
carriers. They have démonstrated their 
right to be regarded as one of the very 
foremost classes of public servants in 
point of efficiency and good character. 
And now it a matter for congratula- 
tion on all hands that their salaries 
have been placed at figures which con- 
form, approximately ac least, to their 
real worth. The carriers have shown 
courage and loyalty by serving their 
Outes in weather conditions which 
kept all their patrons indoors, They 
have stimulated the interest in the 
service and assisted materially in im- 
proving the road situation. In fact, the 
rural carrier has come to be one of the 
most popular and surely ene of the best 
known citizens of his: community. In 
the report of the civil service commis- 
sion for the year ended June 30, 1905, 
rural carriers are made the subject of 
the following flattering comment: 
“*There is no service in ‘the 
government today more popular, 
and it is believed that it Is 
largely due to the personnel of

people feel that under the present 
systm of making appointments the 
government is cooperating with 
them, irrespective of politics or 
religion, to make it successful and . 
papular, and, ae far as possible, to 
furnish good, honegt ,intelligent, 
and reliable carriers.’ 
“I am glad to take advantage of the 
oceasion of your annual meeting to ex- 
press to rural carriers the appreciation 
of the department of the cooperation of 
the carriers in improving the service 
and increasing its effectiveness, and 
also my deep personal interest in their 
welfare. 

“Organizations within the postal serv- 
ice to receive the sanction of the de 
partment in any degree must have for 
their sole object improvements in the 
service, or be of a purely fraternal or 
beneficial character. With any other 
purpose in view they are detrimental! 
to the service, to their members. and to 
the public. Believing that rural car- 
riers are working within these lines en- 
ables official cooperation in your meet- 
ings with a view to advising and en- 
couraging you in rendering the best 
service at your command. 

“It is the duty of the officers of the 
department to insist upon loyal and 
efficient service frem every employee 
as an individual and without any 
thought. of his affiliations with any 
Organization. All questions as to the 
needs of the Service or the compensa- 
tion of its employees are matters for 
the consideration of the department, 
and the officials of the department, 
and not the officials of any organization, 
are the proper persons to present the 
needs of the service to congress 


A Model Employer. 
“President Roesevelt’s idea is that 
‘the national government should be a 
model employer; should demand the 
highest quality of service from its em- 
Ployees and should care for them 
properly in return.’ In line with this 
policy and in compliance with the rec- 
ommendations of the postoffice depart- 
ment, based upon appreciation of ser- 
vices rendered, congress incorporated 
in the act making appropriations for 
the postal service for the current fiscal 
year, a prevision increasing the maxi! 
mum amount which may be allowed to 
rural carriers from $720 to $900 per 
annum, The compensation of the 
carriers was adjusted upon the basis of 
the length of the routes, as shown by 
the records of the department. Under 
this readjustment approximately 23,- 
OVO carriers whose routes are 24 or 
more miles in length, and who were 
receiving $720 per annum, now re- 
celve $900 per annum, and a propor- 
in compensation was 
provided for carriers on routes of le 
length. The schedule of salarie ie 
rural letter carriers, effective J i, 
1907, was: On routes 24 miles end over, 
$900 per annum: 22 to 24 Miles, $864; 
20 to 22 miles, $810: 18/to 20 miles, 
$720; 16 to 18 miles, $630:.14 to 16 
miles, $540; 12 to 14 miles, $504: 10 to 
12 miles, $468; 8 to’ 10 miles, 
to 8 miles, $396. 

“The pay of substitute carriers was 
also increased in many Cases. The 
previous law provided that substitutés 
employed when the regular carriers 
were on vacation should be paid at the 
rate. of $600 per annum; regardless of 
the rate of pay of the regular carriers. 
Under the new law substitute carriers 
receive compensation at the same rate 
allowed the regular carriers. 

“With this increase in salary, such 
compensation is previded which we 
think should be an-incentive to every 
rural carrier to strive to bring the 
rural delivery service to the highest 
standard of efficiency. It is necessary, 
however, that the service be carefully 
and efficiently administered to the end 
that its advantages will be sought and 
used by the entire rural population for 
whose benefit it is established. While 
the postmasters at the offices which 
are designated as distributing offices 
for rural delivery service are charged 
with the supervision of the rural de- 
livery, the same as all other branches 
of the service, still an important aid 
in obtaining a large patronage is a 
live interest on the part of carriers in 
the faithful and satisfactory perform- 
ance of their official duties. Instruc- 
tions for the guidance of postmasters 
and carriers in the conduct of the ser- 
vice have been distributed to all car- 
riers, who will, of, course familiarize 
themselves with the instructions and

The Parcels Post. 


“Postmaster General Meyer will sub- 
mit to congress at its next session sev- 
eral propositions looking to the estab- 
lishment of a parcels post in this 
country. Mr. Meyer believes he will 
succeed where others have failed be- 
cause he is going to submit the propo- 
sition differently from the way it has 
ever before been submitted. He intends 
to ask only for a beginning, assuming 
that the development of the system 
into something nearer approaching per- 
fection can be left to the future. 

“The postmaster general purposes 
making three recommendations: First. 
that the rate of postage on packages 
be reduced from 1!6 cents to !2 cents 
per pounds. 

“Secondly, that the limitation put 
upon the weight of packagés that can 
be admitted to the mails be increased 
from four to eleven pounds. 

“Thirdly; that a parcels post be au- 
thorized from the point at which the 
rural delivery route originates, with 
rates fixed at 5 cents for 
pound and 2 cents for each additional 
pound to eleven pounds, so as to make 
the full rate upon a package weighing 
eleven pounds 25 cents. ‘ 

“In outlining his proposition to me 
on foreign and domestic rates, Mr. 
Meyer said he would urge that through 
our international postal agreements

eign countries packages weighing 
eleven pounds at a uniform rate of !2 
cents a pound. We also admit to our 
mails packages of the same weight and 
at the same rates when they are ad- 
dressed to foreign countries. In our 
domestic service we limit packages to 


four pounds in weight and charge a | in some.of.the larger cities, for expadit. . 


rate of !6 cents a pound. He intends 
to ask congress to do as well by our 
own people as we do by the foreigner, 
and believes that congress will recog- 
nize the justice of the proposition and 
that the necessary legislation will be 
enacted. 

“This will not be a perfect parcels 
post by any means. It may not satis- 
fy the demands of those who are 
strongly advocating a greater step than 
he will ask congress to take, but if 
this much can be accomplished in the 
coming session the postmaster general 
maintains that it will at least afford 
an opportunity to demonstrate what a 
parcels post will do and open the way 
for improvements later on. ; 

“A great many persons who have ris- 
cussed ‘the subject appear to think the 
postmaster general is attempting some- 
thing new. As a matter of fact we 
have a parcels post now. but the Iimi- 
tations upon the weight of packages 
and the high rates charged make it of 
Httle service to the genéral public. Mr. 
Meyer ‘ intends to ask for a decrease of 
rates and an increase of the weight 
limitation.

PhiladcIphia to San Francisco than en 
one from Philadelphia to New York. 
It might happen that the rate of tf! 
cents a pound would be high between 
Philadelphia and New York, but low 

Philadelphia and the Pacifis 
It is not the intention that the 
service will compete with any private 
concern, but will extend the ugea af 
the postal service to the needs of the 
public, and increase the convenience 
to the public. 

‘The rural parcels post. for exampté. 
if that can be established. would give 
to farmers far removed from express 
offices facilities for shipping packages 
and receiving packages which they 
cannot otherwise obtain. 

“The advantages which the general 
defive from the service 
are obvious, It has been established in 
every European country. Now com- 
mercial conditions are pretty much the 
same all the world over, and they @d: 
not differ materially in this country 
from those to be found [In any 
European country. It, therefore. fol- 
lows that if the parcels post in Europe 
has been an aid to commerce and a 
great convenience to the public. the 
same results will surely follow 
tablishment here 

“The postmaster general has rone 
into the matter with sufficient thor- 
oughness to feel certain that the In- 
crease ir the parcels service will be 
self-sustaining as part of the general 
postal service, and upon the rural de- 
livery routes it will increase the re- 
ceipts so as to make the rural service 
self-sustaining also. This would ge 
a long way toward reducing, if not en- 
tirely removing, the deficit in the pos- 
tal revenues. 

“In the opinion

| opposition to his plans. 


He has heard 
that the country storekeepers and 
merchants ‘in small towns are opposed 
to the proposel system, but declares 
that they bese their opposition upon 
misapprehension, on the ground that 
if we can extend the service to the 
rural routes, then it would increase 
the business of the rural merchants, 
inasmuch as it would afford them cheap 
and. expeditious means of delivering 
goods. 

“In Europe this has been one of tne 
effects of the service. Another fas 
heen that the rural merchants have 
been enabled to get along witi smaller 
stocks of gocds and have made profits 
by acting as commission mea for cor- 
cerns in the larger cities to which they 
send their orders. 

“In consequence the merchants In 
both the towns and the rural sections 
and the purchasers of the geods have 
all been benefited. 
be reccmmended for parcels upon rural 
routes from the starting points of the 
routes in the hope of securing practical 
results. The carriers upon the route 
would have to handle the packages but 
once, end as no other labor is involved, 
and no other cost, the rate should be 
such as to make the service of the ur- 
most value tc the section of the public 
served, especially as it happens to he 
a section not well provided with other 
facilities.

A wide stratum of philosophic common sense runs through the address 
recently delivered to the negroes of Columbus, Ga., by Booker T. Washing- 
ton. The lessons that may be drawn therefrom are worthy the attention of 
thinking northerners and southerners, no less than that of the more sensible 
element of negroes themselves. 5 

The pith of the speech is found in the manner in which Washb:ngton 
dwells on the innate tendency of the southern white man to depend on the 
negro race for domestic service, as well as for recruits for the industries of 
He strikes an important key when he refers to the close relation 


of the races in the influence exercised over the white child by the negro 
for morality and cleanliness on part o 


nurse, and stresses the necessity 
, the latter. 

The president of the Tuskegee institute is accurate in his analysis of 
the southern character with reference to its instinctive preference for the 
| hegro in certain Capacities. Southern white people, in the bulk, are totally 
/unysed to and awkward in the managemefit of domestic servants of their 
_own race. The tradition of generations dies hard, and if its impulses are 
ever obliterated it will largely be the fault of the negro and of friendly, 
though misguided, northern interference. 

The domestic servant problem in the south today, and. the ‘scarcity of 
/competent negro laborers.in many important industries, is directly attributa- 
ble’ to the practice of educating his head at the expense of his hand: of 
fitting a few intelligent specimens with highgrade mental equipment which 
proves almost totally unprofitable in actual life; of neglecting the manual 
and industrial preparation of the millions for the tasks for which -they really 
are fitted and for the discharge of which there is endless opportunity in the 
South; and of engendering a spirit of discontent with manual labor and 
humble beginnings which is today one of the most sinister phases of the 
race problem. 

To ope southern negro qualified for an academic course. there are five 
‘hundred qualified only for work in well-paid domestic service. For oue 
‘vacancy open to the former type, there are one thousand vacancies open to 
the latter. 
| schools which shall equip negro men and women for domestic service 
jin the homes of the south are of greater value than those that teach Greek, 
| because they reach the masses and accomplish practical results, helping both

Ten of 
these conferences in which the higher salary question has reached a crisis 
report an exodus of preachers from pulpit to business life, and religious 
‘work, it is asserted, is already beginning to suffer for a lack of ministers. 
in these conferences salaries- have advancéd an average of about $100 in 
the last four years, which is nothing like in proportion to the distressing 
increase in the cost of living, and it has not been sufficient to’stem the 
ministerial stampede to business vocations. 

It is a very satisfying thing to a congregation, no doubt, to fgel that its 
minister was divinely called to preach the gospel. There is gratification in 
the fact that his thoughts dwell upon the spiritual and not upon the material 
and sordid things of life. It gives standing and: dignity to his position as 
spiritual leader of his flo¢k; it commands respect and reverence for the 
man of God. ° 
But even the minister cannot get away from the human. The Master 
himself, recognizing the two aspects:of life, gave each its part in the har- 
monious Christian existence. “Man does not live by bread and teat alone,” 
still recognizes the fact that bread and meat are essential elements of 
existence: they are necessary part and parcel alike of life and living, of 
preacher and layman. 

Nor is it to be expetted or asked that the minister, any more than a 
meniber of his flock, shall confine himself to the bare necessities of exist- 
ence—to bread and water or to sackcloth and ashes. He must and should 
live, not gaudily or in luxury, but. as well comports with the dignity of his 
office, that he may command the respect of the human as well as the 
Spiritual side of his congregation. 
We may. go still further and say that the minister is equally entitled, 
with the lawyer, the doctor, the merchant and- others in business or profes- 
sional calling, to such remuneration as will enable him to lay by a compe- 
tence for himseif and family in declining years, that he may not become a 
burden upon the church or the community, however willingly they may bear 
it in acknowledgment of the good fight and the keeping of the faith. 
But the minister of the gospel, no more than the laymar, cannot meet 
these conditions upon salary or income that is sadly out of joint with the 
times. Perhaps in no profession or calling has income kept less pace with 
the enormously increased cost of living than with the men of the cloth. It 
has, in fact, remained practically stationary except, perhaps, in a few widely 
separated instances which but serve to emphasize the injustice of the gen- 
eral condition. : 

. ‘here is something lacking in the scheme of life which puts a premium 
upon the most meager business ability over the intellectual and executive 
forces which the minister of the gospel is compelled to combine with spiritual] 


exaltation and absolute mora] rectitude. ' 

Take any of the ordinary callings—doctor, lawyer, merchant, life 1n- 
surance agent, carpenter, plumber, in fact any of them—and the average 
income is tar in advance of ministerial compensation, More than tnat, it 
has kept pace with the demand which the conditions and the times have 
made upon it, while the preacher in last year’s coat has had to skimp and 
cut down his table to the limit of endurance, and until hope proves a wanton 
and patience ceases to be a virtue. Uncomplaining to the last, he lays aside 
the cloth through force of necessity and answers the cal] which nature first 
taught him that he may not suffer want. 

Not long ago complaint was made of a scarcity of preachers in southern 
ehurches of more than one denomination; there were many pulpits waiting 
to be filled. It is doubtful if those conditions are improved today. Con- 
ifronted by the prospect of inadequate pay, it is scarcely to be expected that 
ithe young man of today, with high hopes, with ambition, with ability to do 
‘and with strength to conquer, is soing to willingly seek out the ministry 
I with all the other long list of promising oportunities before him. 
| “Are we paying our minister enough?” is a question with which every 
‘congregation should carefully and studiously concern itself. The answer is 
of equal importance to the minister and those whom he serves.
